REMARKS 

This application has been reviewed in light of the Office Action dated January 26, 
2005. In view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks, favorable 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections and rejection set forth in the Office Action 
are respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-14 are pending. Claims 1, 3 and 5-7 have been amended herein. Claims 
9-14 have been added. Support for the claim amendments and added claims can be found in 
the original disclosure, and therefore no new matter has been added. Claims 1, 3, 5 and 7 are 
in independent form. 

The drawings (Figs. 6 and 16), claims, specification and title were objected to on 
formal grounds, and have been amended accordingly. In regard to the drawings, Fig. 16 has 
been labeled "Prior Art," and in Fig. 6, reference numbers "1 100," "1200," "1300," "1400," 
"1500," "1700" and "1800" have been amended to -HI 100--, -H1200--, -HI 300-, 
-H1400-, --H1500-, -HI 700- and -HI 800™, respectively. No new matter has been added 
to the original disclosure. Withdrawal of the objections to the drawings, claims, specification 
and title is respectfully requested. 

Applicants note with appreciation that Claims 5-8 have been indicated as 
allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections thereto. These claims are believed to have 
been so rewritten. Although certain other amendments have been made to these claims, these 
amendments are not believed to affect their patentability. 
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Claims 1-4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,474,790 (Kaneko). In response to this rejection, and in regard to new Claims 9- 
14, Applicants respectfully submit the following remarks. 

Independent Claims 1 and 3 each recite, inter alia, at least a conducting section 
for electrically connecting a conductive recording element protecting section and a conductive 
electrical circuit element protecting section to each other. 

By virtue of the arrangement recited in independent Claims 1 and 3, a head 
substrate can be made more compact. 

Kaneko relates to an ink jet recording head including a first metal film covering an 
upper side of recording elements and a second metal film covering an upper side of electrical 
circuit elements. However, Kaneko is not understood to teach or suggest at least a conducting 
section for electrically connecting a conductive recording element protecting section and a 
conductive electrical circuit element protecting section to each other. 

Since Kaneko is not seen to contain all of the elements of independent Claim 1 or 
3, those claims are believed allowable over the cited art. 

A review of the other art of record has failed to reveal anything which, in 
Applicants' opinion, would remedy the deficiencies of the art discussed above, as a reference 
against the independent claims herein. Those claims are therefore believed patentable over 
the art of record. 

The other rejected claims in this application are each dependent from one or 
another of independent Claims 1 and 3 and are therefore believed patentable for at least the 
same reasons. Since each of these dependent claims is also deemed to define an additional 
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aspect of the invention, however, the individual consideration or reconsideration, as the case 
may be, of the patentability of each on its own merits is respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully request 
favorable reconsideration and early passage to issue of the present application.
